Needed—A Candidate’s Book of Etiquette 


Somebody ought to write a book of 


etiquette for candidates. It might be 
illustrated by pictures with questions 
like: 

“What did this man do that cost 
him the election?’ and “What did 
this candidate say that lost "him a 
million votes?” 

There are a lot of proprieties and 
improprieties about this business of 
urging people to vote for you. Mr. 
Hughes talked himself out of the pres- 
idency in 1916; Governor Cox talked 
himself out of a million or so votes. 

Mr. Hughes had too little pep; Gov- 
ernor Cox had too much pep. 

A common case was that of Judge 
Parker in 1904, who started out talk- 
ing like a judge, and when that did 
not go, ended up talking like a rough- 
neck. He combined both mistakes into 
one campaign. 


Another difficulty is this: A candi- 
date knows how to talk to his own 
state. He is accepted. He is a sort of 
licensed character. He starts out in a 
national campaign perfectly sure that 
he knows how. In a fortnight every- 
body knows that he won’t do. That 
was Governor Cox’s experience. 


I am sure that Governor Al Smith, 
shrewd as he is, would have caught 
the public fancy on the national 
stage. He is a local hero, He had cre- 
ated the taste for him that existed 
in New York. 


Will Senator La Follette aid his 
cause by making an extended speaking 
tour? My guess is “no.” He has talk- 
ed too leng to Wisconsin. He has a 
special audience there and special au- 
dience means license. You develop 
mannerisms and extravagances that 
affront, a new audience. Either you 
are conscious that they may do so 
and nold yourself back, and thus lose 
your ease and naturalness, or you 


let yourself fe confidently and are 
surprised to find that vour audiegces 
do not go with you. 

President Coolidge says he never 
knew a candidate to lose enything by 
talkinz too little. It is a rule not 
to talk too much. Mr. Coolidge in his 
position may keep silent. But let him 
change places with Mr. Davis and he 
would have to talk. 

There is one rule for the candidate 
whose position has to be attacked and 
another rule for the candidate who 
has to make the attack. There is one 
rule for a president who i« in office 
and ‘s a candidate and another rule 
for a candidate who is not in office. 
A different etiquette prevails when 
your opponent is a president from 
that which >revails when he is not a 
president. 


You may do and say things when 
you «ire a popular hero which you 
may not do and say when yov are not 
a popular hero. Mr. Roosevelt delight- 
the public when he ran fer president 
in 1904. He angered it whe he ran 
in 1912. Mr. Davis, following the Par- 
ker precedent, started out dignified 
and cautious.

CANNING WITHOUT 
EMBALMING. 

A great number of correspondents 
bave asked whether a canning com- 
pound having the formula given be- 
low is injurious to the health of the 


consumer of peas, corn and other veg- 
etables for the preservation of which 


it is added. 

The canning compound consists of 
boric acid 95 per cent, sodium chlorid 
(common salt) 4.762 per cent, zen- 
zeate of soda .001 per cent, and water 
or moisture .237 per cent. 

It is certainly an expensive way to 
huy salt. As far as the other ingre- 
drents are concerned, when you've 
taken out the boric acid they’re just 
scenery. 

Boric acid isn’t so very expensive, 
when purchased under its true name. 
Put it is a wholesome thing to eat 
under any name? 

The canning compound would make 
a fairly safe eye wash or gargle or 
untiseptic solution, and when used in 
canned peas it might come in handy 
to have some such solution mixed with 
the peas, the way some people eat 
‘em. 

I have a vague recollection of an 
awful rocking of the earth back in 
the days of my youth by some kind 
of congressional investigation they 
staged at Washington over the ques- 
tion of whether or not it was a good 
rlan to embalm canned food with 
some such chemical, and while the 
health authorities didn’t feel enthusi- 
ostic about doping up the food, the 
chemists and other gentlemen employ- 
el by the embalming trust finally de- 
cided that it would be all right to 
cope the canned stuffed just a wee 
vit, not.enough to kill the average 
consumer outright, and then, come 
right out honestly and boldly and teil 
on the label, in letters visible under 
the low power lens, what kind of 
poison you’ve used in the food. ‘The 
people of this country will stand for 
.imost anything like that. 

Now take catchup. If I recollect 
the battle raged fiercely around 
eatchup, whether to embalm it or just 
bottle it and let the consumer take 
pis chances with it. Today people 
who run to the grocery store for their 
eatchup know that a gvod_ article 
keeps all right without embalming. 
Most people understand, too, that if 
the tomatoes are fresh and clean at 
the time they are used, they'll keep 
all right with ordinary canning and 
it is the half-spoiled tofhatoes thar 
reed embalming to prevent them from 
spoiling altogether in the can, 

A housekeeper who does her own 
canning of vegetables or fruit ought 
to have enough gumption and common 
sense to know that if the fruit or 
vegetable to be canned is in proper 
eondition, and if the canning process 
is right, there is no need for the use 
of any chemical or dope to preserve 
the food. 

Borie acid is comparatively non- 
poisonous—that is the very reason 
why we recommend it so much as a 
household antiseptic. But while an 
occasional dose of it may not upset 
the system seriously, the frequent, 
constant or habitual eating of borie 
acid in small quantities tends to de- 
press one’s spirits, weaken the cir- 
culation and bring on coma. 

So I should advise housekeepers to 
consult the coroner about the use of 
canning compound for preserving vege- 
tables.
